GAS. 

The proposition to erect works for lighting the city 
with gas, new before Councils, is one of vast import. 
ance. In relation to the expediency of this 4 
for years past there has been a diversity of sentiment, 
upon the part of our citizen, but recent investigations 
and examinations appear to have entistied the majori- 
vy that gas should be introduced. The success of 
other cines in the manulacture and use of gas, renders 
the experiment a safe one, as it i# fearlessly asserted 
that in no instance has the use of gas been abandoncd, 
where it has been fairly tried. ‘The streets and stores 
of New York, Baltumore and Boston, are now illumi- 
nated with gaa, and it is rather discreditable to the 
enterprize of Philadelphia to know that the epposition 
of the timid has so far prevented us from tollowing 
the example, 

The advantages of ges, are numerous and import. 
ant. In its manufacture large quantitics of coal will 
be consuincd—it will give our city a bight and brill. 
ant appearance—and it will yield a large profit to the 
corperation. In support of this last aesertion we may 
siate that a company of four or five gentlemen of 
capital, expressed a willingness, not long since, to give 
five hundred thousand dollars for a perpetual charter 
to manufacture gas, 80 confident were they of success. 
We have also learned that another company of gen- 
tlemen, for the same privilege, offered to light the city 
lamps, without charge, depending for their profits on 
the private consumption of gas. The recent report of 
Mr. Merrick, the agent employed by Councila, to pro- 
ceed w Europe, to examine into the improvements 
lately introduced in the manufacture of gas, has ratis- 
fied all who have read it, that the introduction of gas 
is practicable, safe, and economical, and that it will 
prove highly lucrative to the city. . 

Philadelphia is perhaps the daskeet city m the Union, 
our system of hghting being very imperfec’. Our 
street lights are mere tapers, which serve only to 
make “darkness vimble.” In cold weather, when 
the oil becomes congealed, they w.ll not burn at all, 
and it frequently happeus that whole squares are found 
im utter darkness. [tis high time for an alicra ion 
in the system, aod that alterauon can be made suc- 
cesstully m no other way than by the introduction of 
ges. We trust that the present spirited and intelluzent 
Couneils, will use all possible expedition in pushing 
this maticr forward.

Partecular reference to the subject u&Education, is 
made by Governor Marcy, of New York, im his last 
message to the Legislature. It appeare that AAS 
towns and wards—the whole number in the state— 
have made school reports for 1833, showing that the 
number of children instructed, at the pubhe expense, 
was 531,240.
